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1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 7/26/05. Claims 1,12, 
and 18 have been amended. Claims 2-11, 13-17, 19, and 20 have been canceled. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1,12, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Cunningham et al in view of Vasell et al [U.S. 6,496,575] (supplied by applicant). 

For claim 1 , the claimed one or more XI 0 gateway components is met by the 
controllers of Cunningham, in this case the kitchen console (No. 50) and alarm clock 
(No. 60) that communicate messages between one or more mobile communications 
devices and one or more module components. The thermostat (No. 78) of 
Cunningham provides temperature and activation information to the XI 0 controllers. 
However, there is no mention of the response comprising a picture captured by a 
sensor and set to the mobile communication device. 

The application and communication platform taught by Vasell describes an open, 
horizontal service platform to implement a subscribed service. One example of a 
service application (Nos. 70-72) is a video telephone. The bandwidth needed to 
operate the telephone is greater than other applications thereby ensuring that other 
applications are not "starved" in their use.

This reference is plain evidence that picture and sound information has been 
conveyed to mobile users using the X10 gateway. As the Cunningham reference 
applies to different uses of X10 applications, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to include a video telephone 
in the system of Cunningham to provide a robust, secure platform that provides for 
video communication. 

For claim 12 . the claim is interpreted and rejected for the same reasons and 
rationale as is mentioned in the rejection of claim 1 above. 

For claim 18 . the method taught by Cunningham communicates messages 
between one or more mobile communications devices using an X10 controller (Nos. 50 
and 60). However, there is no mention of receiving a picture from a sensor component 
and sending the picture to one or more mobile communication devices. 

The claim is interpreted and rejected for the same reasons and rationale as is 
mentioned in the rejection of claim 1 above.
